Johnstown Inundated ( 
By Flood Of Supplies ^

A$ the floodwaters receded in 
JWinstown, a flood of another 
sgrt roared in Monday, sw am p­ 
ing officials in their struggle to 
coordinate distribution of sup­ 
plies from donors throughout 
thè Eastern Seaboard 
^ t was canned chicken and 
bifcy food from Pittsburgh, 
cleaning supplies from New 
Jersey and volunteers from 
Virginia. 
Clothing 
inundated 
every storage facility in sight. 
Pope Paul VI sent condo­ 
lences and the weatherm an 
cam e up w ith a 
precious 
promise — clear skies for the 
rest of the week. 
It was straight from the heart 
too much heart in some 
cases. 
‘‘We just don’t need any more 
clothes,” said Police Capt. EA. 
W atts, whose station serves as 
headquarters for distribution of 
donations to survivors of last 
Week’s deluge. 
He said an entire warehouse 
Was filled with donated clothing 
— unsorted by size or category 
and therefore virtually unusa- 


ble 
and another half-dozen 
truckloads were turned over to 
Good Will Industries. 
The great need, said Watts, 
was for bottled water, but he 
added the town could use only 
w ater commercially produced. 
‘‘If the w ater comes from 
private individuals, we have to 
have it tested before we can 
distribute it,” he said 
The lifting of a flash-flood 
warning probably was as vital 
to flood-shocked victims of the 
deluge as food and drink. 
Black clouds rolled across the 
strick en C onem augh V alley 
Monday, dragging with them 
the threat of up to 3 inches of 
rain and the new flood alert. 
But the crisis passed, leaving 
an inch or less of m oisture 
behind. 
“The 2-3 inches predicted 
could well have destroyed the 
morale of the people,” said 
Civil Defense spokesman Jack 
Comey. 
As the w eather cleared , 
recovery crews struggled on in 
an effort to get perishables — 
seen as a possible health threat 


off the streets, to restore the 
sewage and w ater system s, and 
to get natural gas supplies back 
into surviving homes. 
Pope Paul VI sent a message 
to Johastow'n Bishop Jam es J. 
Hogan 


“Grieved by the news of the 
recent 
d isa ster, 
the 
Holy 
Father expresses his sincere 
sorrow,” the message read. 
“He commends the dead to the 
Lord’s mercy, offers his special 
prayers for the injured and 
homeless and encourages those 
engaging in relief efforts. With 
paternal compassion, he in­ 
vokes God’s comfort on all in 
the afflicted area.” 


The toll of dead and injured 
continued to grow.

TOLEDO, Ohio (UPI) - The 
num ber of adults in the Toledo 
area who believe the energy 
problem has "significantly in­ 
creased sine« 
>73” , according 
to a survey b. 
vo University of 
Toledo professors. 


Dr. Ja mes A .Brunner and Dr. 
Gary F. Benner said a 1974 
survey indicated 18 per cent 
agreed the problem was serious 
and 62 per cent thought it was a 
problem. Three years later, 
they said their survey was 
found 43 per cent believed the 
problem to be “at least fairly 
serious,” and only 10 per cent 
thought it was not a serious 
m atter. 


Both surveys found about 57 
per cent of those surveyed 
thought the problem would last 
more than five years, but five 
per cent believed it would last 
less than two years. 


The two said the survey 
sam pled 464 households last 
spring. The interviews were 
made by using random tele­ 
phone num bers, contacting 
persons 18 years of age and 
older.
